The Madison Correctional Facility: Women Offenders Step Up to Improve

In May 2010 [, Offender Allbright, came to Madison Correctional Facility for Women (MCU).
When | first came to the library it really didn’t look or feel like a library. The library had the old
wood book shelves that blocked all the windows and it was more of a hangout for the ladies.
Bruce Sailer, the Recreational/Library Leader, has been my supervisor since September 2011.
Having worked for Mr. Sailor for a year, during this time the library has made some extreme
changes.

In November 2011 the library received an approximate 3,000 books and shelving units from
Jennings County Public Library. This donation helped start the reconstruction of the updated li-
brary. In December 2011, the library was closed and the book shelves were put together. During
the next two months the library staff (offenders that work in the library) worked anywhere from 12
to 18 hour shifts. They had to create a spreadsheet for the inventory of the books. This not only
included the books that were donated but also the books that the library already had. These la-
dies that worked in the library had never worked in a library prior to this but they were determined
to accomplish this task.

The ladies also had to relocate the law library and four computer cubicles. When they thought
they had the layout just the way the administrative personnel would agree to, they (administrative
staff) would change their minds. So after several attempts at relocating items the staff finally
came up with an acceptable solution.

The next task we wanted to do for the library was get updated software for the offenders. Within
the next six months the library staff and | worked with Kevin from IDOT to get 26 updated com-
puters. These computers were split-up through out the library ... three are used for cosmetology,
three for business tech., two for open population, five for G.E.D. students, six for the apprentice
program. The law library has three computers to use for legal paperwork and research for the of-
fenders and two that are used to update the inventory list, check books in or out, and record the
daily total for the library. The last two computers are used for the apprentice and the library men-
tor.

As the library continues to grow and improve, the librarians have came up with some new ideas.
They are hoping these new ideas will help boost and increase the literacy levels. The new ideas
include using books on tape— and since we have the Read-To-Me program we are hoping to
start the Read-To-A-Pup program. We believe these additional activities will help encourage of-
fenders, build self-esteem, and increase their literacy.

There are a lot of other things that this library staff have done that was not mentioned in this arti-
cle. It has been an honor to be apart of this remarkable change and we are excited to see just
how far this library will excel with the support of those who are willing to take the time and effort
to see it flourish.
